As  you  may  know  the  library 
uses  computers  to  keep  track  of  the 
books  you  want,  the  books  you 
now  have  and  the  books  you  have 
already      read.  Because      of 

limitations  of  the  computer  system 
we  have  to  reduce  the  size  of  the 
of  the  'Has  Had'  files,  the  file  of 
the  books  you  have  read.  We  will 
delete  the  records  in  all  'Has  Had' 
files  before  June  1,  1990.  As  a 
result  of  these  deletions,  you  may 
receive  a  book  you  have  already 
read.   This  will  probably  not 


happen  often.  We  regret  any 
inconvenience  this  may  cause  you 
but  it  is  necessary  to  keep  our 
computers  happy. 


NAME  CHANGE? 

We  are  thinking  of  changing 
our  name  and  would  like  your 
opinion.  When  the  National 
Library  Service  was  established  in 
1931  it  provided  library  service 
only  to  blind  adults.  Since  that 
time  the  service  has  expanded  to 


include  service  to  both  children 
and  adults  with  low  vision,  a 
physical  disability  that  prevents 
them  from  holding  a  book  or 
turning  a  page  or  a  reading 
disability  because  of  an  organic 
dysfunction.  Furthermore,  the 
Americans  with  Disabilities  Act 
(ADA)  encourages  the  use  of  the 
word  disabled  instead  of 
handicapped.  The  name  we  are 
suggesting  is  Montana  Talking  Book 
Library,  which  puts  the  erriphasis 
on  the  type  of  collection  we  have 
and  does  not  categorize  the  people 
served.  You  may  or  may  not  agree 
with  this;  please  let  us  know.  It  is 
your  library  and  we  will  abide  by 
your  wishes.  To  express  your

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DESCRIPTIVE  VIDEO  LIBRARY 
The  Montana  State  Library  for 
the  Blind  and  Physically 
Handicapped  will  be  purchasing 
descriptive  videos  to  establish  a 
small  descriptive  video  lending 
library. 

The  initial  collection  of 
videos  will  be  purchased  with 
memorials  given  in  memory  of  Jon 
Richard  Beck,  15,  of  Silver  Star, 
Montana.  Jon  died  in  February 
from  injuries  suffered  in  an 
accident.  Jon  had  problems  with 
his  vision  and  very  much  enjoyed 
using  the  'talking  book'  services. 
The  library  thought  it  was 
appropriate  to   remember   Jon   by 


starting  a  service  that  we  hope  will 
bring  enjoyment  to  old  and  young 
alike. 

A  descriptive  video  is 
specially  adapted  for  visually 
impaired  users.  The  sound  track  of 
each  video  is  modified  with  short 
descriptions  inserted  during  breaks 
in  the  dialogue  of  the  action, 
settings,  costumes,  and  facial 
expressions.  Some  hit  movies 
available  with  descriptive  video 
are:  Ghost;  Dumbo;  Star  Trek  V: 
The  Final  Frontier;  Honey,  I  Shrunk 
the  Kids;  Pretty  Woman;  The  Hunt 
for  Red  October;  Beaches;  Fatal 
Attraction;  Raiders  of  the  Lost 
Ark and  several  others. 

This  is  a  new  project  for  the 
library,  and  we  have  not 
established  all  of  the  policies  and 
procedures.  We  would  like  to  have 
twenty  people  volunteer  to 
participate  in  a  'pilot  project'  for 
the  first  three  months.  This  would 
help  us  determine  the  best  way  to 
proceed   with   the   lending   of  the 


videos.  Some  initial  policies  will 
be: 

1)  The  borrower  must  be  a 
registered  user  of  the  Library 
for  the  Blind  &  Physically 
Handicapped. 

2)  The  library  will  not  furnish 
equipment.  The  borrower 
must  have  a  television  set 
and  a  VHS  video-cassette 
player  to  play  the  video. 

3)  Each  video  will  be  sent 
postage-free  in  a  self-mailing 
container.  It  may  be 
returned  to  the  library 
postage-free  in  the  same 
container. 

4)  Each  video  will  circulate 
for  a  period  of  3  weeks  from 
the  time  it  leaves  the  library. 

5)  Only  one  video  may  be 
checked  out  at  once. 

If  you  would  like  to  participate  in 
this  pilot  project,  please  call  the 
library.  The  first  20  qualified 
people  will  be  chosen.
